Earthquakes In

WELLINGTON, New Zealand, June 
5.—More than 2,000 earthquakes have 
been recorded in New Zealand since 


the country was settled, yet the only 
caused serious damage oc- 


curred in the years 1848 and 1855 
during the early days of colonization 
The eruption of Tarawera, which 


was probably the most destructive of 
New Zealand's recorded earth disturb- 
ances, was not in reality an earth-

several Maoris were killed, their skele- 
tons having been recently exposed

Notified at 1:20 p.m. that he was | 
needed at Vegreville to bring back a 
patient and that it was a rush call, 
May hopped off at the Vegreville 
aerodrome at 1:40 p.m, and was back 
in the city at exactly 3 o'clock with! 
Dr. R, M. Reid and the patient, They | 
were taken to the hospital in Foster's 
ambulance, 


Careful Landing 


Knowing that shocks and Jars | 
would cause further untold agony to 
the patient, May brought in the big | 
plane down on the Blatchf«c ‘d field} 
in a perfect landing. There wasn't | 
a jar as the Lockheed-Vega settled 
to the ground after flying for nearly 
a 100 yards with the wheels just 
nipping the top of the grass 

May then spent nearly five min-| 
utes carefully bringing the plane up| 
to the hangars, going slowly to elim- 
inate all shocks Willing hands ten- | 
derly lifted Mr, Gould from the plane | 
to the stretcher, and into the ambul- 
ance
